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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . In view of the appeal brief filed on October 4, 2004, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. New grounds of rejection are set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 3 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied 
by a supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1 .130, 
1.131 or 1.132) or other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b)(2). 

Response to Amendment 

2. The declaration filed on October 4, 2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Soukup et al. reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the . 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 42-46 and 48-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Steinhaus et al. (Pat. No. 6,546,292) 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
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Art Unit: 3762 

under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

As shown in Fig. 2A, for example, Steinhaus et al. disclose an electrode 
(elements 18, 32 and 34) with a cover comprised of porous polymer (ePTFE layers 38 
and 40). The cover has a thickness of less than about 0.13 mm (see col. 14, claim 10). 
The porous polymer cover is inherently non-conductive in a dry state, and inherently 
provides rapid re-wetting following a transmission of a series of electrical discharges. 

Concerning the reference to a defibrillation lead in the claim preamble, lacking 
any recitation in the body of the claim limiting the lead to such application, the claim fails 
to saliently distinguish over the Steinhaus et al. apparatus. 

Regarding claim 46, note Fig. 2A and layers 38 and 40. 

Concerning claims 48 and 49, note col. 11, lines 10-20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-41 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to disclose a coiled defibrillation 
electrode with a porous polymer cover at least partially surrounding the coil having a 
thickness of less than about 0.13 mm, and being electrically non-conductive in a dry 
state. Criticality for the thickness is given throughout the present specification (e.g., 
note page 2, lines 12-22). Similar comments apply to claim 22.
